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I was fuming when I read recent comments 
from VSF president John Dimtsis saying that 
State League clubs should get off their back- 
sides and do something to glamorise the lea- 


gue. 


You're not going to tell me 
how to run by club, Mr, Dim- 
tsis! In fact I think it’s high 
time the VSF got off its back- 
side and started to do some- 
thing for the clubs! 

What -will build up Victorian 
Soccer j/s-a-reduction in the 


{|S numiSer lof teams !Let's- build: « 


more strong sides instead of 
splitting. up supporters be- 
tween so many clubs, 

The VSF should wake up to 
this and take it into account 
when ch glo new clubs. 
They might good money- 
spinners for the VSF, which 
receives affiliation fees from 
new clubs, but ‘the prolifera- 
tion of clubs is: killing the 
game. t 

I agree that clubs must doa 
better job of building up their 
images but the crux of the 
problem lies within the‘admin- 
istration at federation“ level 
and poor attendances which 
keep most clubs on the bread 
line, : 

With so many clubs, fewer 
grounds are available for sole 
use and it’s hard to achieve top 
Status within a suburb with so 
Many amateur clubs. 

The VSF should do every- 
thing in its power to encourage 
clubs to amalgamate. 


There should be strict af- 
filiation guidelines with every 
member club having its affilia- 
tion with the VSF screened an- 
nualy. 





Let the amateur and social 
clubs go off and do their own 
thing. Let others striving for 
professionalism. come under 
the umbrella of a top adminis- 
tration, 

1 think the federation should 
give serious thought to devel- 
oping its own complex rather 
than accepting the present sit- 
vation which sees a large 
ground like Olympic Park 
skimming much-needed 
dollars away from clubs. 

The Olympic Park board of 
management has to operate in 
a businesslike manner and I 
understand its situation. 

But for a club like George 
Cross it absolutely kills us to 
have to operate under the con- 
ditions imposed on us: 

From our gatetakings, the 
Olympic Park board of man- 
agement gets 15% or $350 dol- 
lars, whichever is the largest 


Let me cite an example. 

In October 1979 we played at 
Olympic Park against Slavia. 

From the gatetakings pay- 
ments were made involving 


” gatekeepers, 20%, payroll tax, 
“compensation insurance, cash 


handling insurance, police, 
supervision and printing costs. 
These totalled $500.68. The 
gatetakings totalled $532 out of 
which we had to pay $350 to 
Olympic Park. 
~etlag all we were up for 
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© Alf Zahra is president 
of Victorian State League 
club George Cross. He 
came to Australia from his 
native Matta in 1955 and 
has seen the Cross win 
every major VSF trophy 
and championship. Zahra 
joined the Cross com- 
mittee in 1975 and has 
been assistant treasurer, 
publicity officer and vice- 
president. He even recalls 
the year when he cleaned 
the players” boots! Here 
he hits out at the adminis- 
tration of soccer in Victor- 
ja and explains the finan- 
cial realities of running a 
Club with a successful his- 
tory... 
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We had to add $318.68 from 
our own pockets to the gateta- 
kings to meet these costs! 

And we hadn’t even taken 
into account the coaching and 
playing wages and the mass- 
eur’s payments! 

The game against Slavia 
cost George Cross $2,100. 

And a home game at that! 

Just imagine if we had a 


’ winning team and were up for 


about $1,600 in player and 
coaching payments for away 
games, 

No player is going to play 
for peanuts. He won't burst his 
guts for nothing. When he 
signs a contract the onus is on 
the club as much as the player 
to fulfil the terms of the con- 
tract. 

On September 8, 1979, we 
played against Sunshine and it 
cost us $581. We stifl had to 
pay our players after meeting 
this cost. 


A club js up for affiliation 
fees, Cup entry fees and player 
insurance on top of wages and 
other running costs. Imagine 
what financial burden is 
placed on clubs which aren't 
Successful and ¢an’t draw good 
crowds. 

It’s beyond me how teams 
without good support can sur- 
vive. I’m. sure if such teams 
didn’t have their own facilities 
where they sell drink and food 
they’d go broke. 

A club like George Cross 
which doesn’t have its own 
ground relies solely on its sup- 
Porters. There’s tremendous 
pressure on our club to offer 
our supporters a winning side 
year in, year out because 
we've a fine history to live up 
to. 

You have to pay good wages 
to good players and each week 


f. you end up out of pocket. With- 


out the hard work of our social 
club and donations from sup- 
porters we'd really struggle. 

To rebuild a side costs a lot 
of money and it makes me 
want to cry when I see how 
oe gatekeeping is adminis- 
ered. 


Clubs are losing plenty when 
the VSF isn’t in charge of the 
gates. I’m not a specif- 
ic clubs of raking off money at 
pr at but it happens al- 


Even with the wages the 
VSF would incur if it took over 
all gatekeeping activities, I 
think it’d find that it would

Ruud Geels, the 
former Dutch inter- 
national striker, was 
playing atrocious 
soccer while | was 
visiting Ajax Amster- 
dam coach Tomislav 
Ivic in late 1976. 


He had joined Ajax on a one 
million dollar transfer, and 
Ivic, not to mention the Ajax 
fans, were bitterly dis- 
appointed in Geels. 


While discussing player 
dealings, Ivic pointed out to 
me that even though Geels was 
an embarrassment, he 
couldn't afford to drop him. 


The reason was obvious — 
as soon as Ivic took him out of 
the team, Geels’ value would 
drop by as much as half! Who 
wants to buy a Striker for a 
million dollars if he’s only 
good enough to sit on the bench 
at Ajax? 


Ivic did however, want to 
sell Geels, and he wanted to 
sell him as quickly as possible. 


So he left him in the team to 
retain the player’s market 
value. 


I was reminded of the Geels 
case as I pondered Canberra 
City’s dilemma over Sebas- 
tian Giampaolo and Walter 
Valeri. 


Unprecedented publicity 
was created at the time these 
two were reported to be seek- 
ing a move from Inter Monaro. 
Hysteria reached such propor- 
tions that Canberra eventually 
paid about $40,000 for the pair. 

Yet, by the evidence of team 
selection since then, neither 
can be said to have been suc- 
cessful. 

Canberra bought Giampaolo 
and Valeri because they had 
established such a formidable 
goalscoring partnership -with 
Monaro in the NSW State Lea- 
gue. The Canberra bosses ob- 
viously felt this partnership 
could be translated into the 
Philips League. 

Yet Giampaolo and Valeri 
were rarely on the field at the 
same time. One or the other 
was on the bench and brought 
on only as a substitute. 

That’s a great way to risk 
$40,000! When Canberra sold 
Giampaolo to APIA it was 
happy to get back barely its 
$20,000 investment — no ad- 
jJustment for inflation or for 
Giampaolo’s PSL experience, 

Canberra failed on two 
counts. 

In the first place, Giam- 
paolo and Valeri should have 
been allowed to play as twin 
strikers over a long period of 
time, regardless of their 
success rate. Surely a $40,000 
investment warranted such 
consideration. 

This probably would have 
resulted in both men playing 
themselves into form while at 


| the same time strengthening 


their on-field understanding, 

At the same time they would 
have retained or increased 
their resale value. 

That's how Ivic would have 
done it, and it shows how much 
our clubs have to learn.

Tony Henderson as national 
team striker? Let's not be ri- 
diculous! 

According to newspaper re- 
ports, Rudi Gutendorf appar-

SURVIVAL IS 
THE ART 
OF COACHING 


It has always intrigued me 
how the status of a leader 
ebbs and flows from year 
to year, month to month, 
or even woek to week. 


Prime Minister Malcolm 
Fraser currently is assuming 
the mantle of statesmanship 
following his long term in offi- 
ce, 


Yet it is only months ago 
that he was being charged with 
the decline in popularity of the 
Liberal Party. 


Coaches are very much ina 
leadership role and their repu- 
tation can change drama- 
tically in just 24 hours. 


When the tidal wave hit 
Gerry Chaldi in the middle of 
last year at West Adelaide his 
Status in the game immediate- 
ly plummetted 200 per cent. 


Almost a year later he still 
is out of the game and his 
three years of success at 
Sydney City subside in the 
memory as each month pass- 
es. 


St George’s Raul Blanco 
was spared a similar fate 
when out of the blue he landed 
the Marconi job and his name 
now continues to attract media 
interest and if he gets into a 
top four position with his star 
studded team he will be grant- 
ed complete acceptance once 
again. 


Len McKendry has avoided 
the soccer isolation which has 
hit Chaldi by his involyement 
with the Victorian State team 
and, ironically with each suc- 
cessive loss by Heidelberg his 
slightly tarnished reputation 
acquires new gloss. 


Despite the fact that 
McKendry lost the Heidelberg 
position over a contractual dis- 
pute, in the eyes of the public 
there is no smoke without fire 
and status diminishes as Jim 
Adam found when he had a 
Similar contractural dispute 
with West Adelaide after win- 


Ring the Philips League in 
1878 


The State team of NSW also 
overnight uplifted Rale 
Rasic’s diminishing domi- 
nance in the game when it beat 
Dimamo Zagreb recently. 
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It did not matter that 
Dinamo Zagreb had just 
stepped off the plane with a 
fairly weak side to boot. 


Rasic has been one of the 
great bastions of the Austral- 
ian coaching scene through the

However, even his rock solid 
Status has been gradually 
chipped away in recent years 
following problems at Marconi 
and only moderate success in 
Adelaide which produced a sit- 
uation where he has now ac- 
cepted a part time position in 
coaching for the first time 
since he joined St. George 
from Melbourne at the start of 
the ‘70s. 


One of the greatest of coach- 
es, Hellenio Herrerra, has had 
nothing but trial and trouble in 
the latter stage of his career, 
following on his great suc- 
cesses in earlier years in Spain 
and Italy. 


Surviving is one of the great 
arts of politics and I liken the 
job of coaching as akin to poli- 
tics, though far more volatile. 


Alan Vest is a name very 
much in prominence at the 
moment, yet just a year ago 
there were many people who 
wanted him out of Newcastle. 


Such are the whims and 
fancies of public favour with 
the media forever fanning the 
flames of discontent or blow- 
ing the trumpets heralding 
success. 


As in so many things in our 
bustling world today, there is 
little time for dispassionate 
thought on the reasons for 
success or failure, no shades of 
grey only black and white. 


So either the trumpets blare 
or the knives cut deep. 


Some, like Manfred Schae- 
fer and Ray Richards are 
overpromoted too early and 
are so vunerable, others like 
Attie Abonyi work hard to pre- 
pare themselves so they are 
ready for the big test when it 
comes. 


Either way it is a great chal- 
lenge to ones personal devel- 
opment to survive and succeed 
in coaching, 
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Once upon a time 
Footscray J.U.S.T. 
used to beat Preston. 

That was a fong, 
long time ago in a far 


distant competition 
called the State Lea- 
gue, 


To suggest that the pend- 
ulum has swung in Preston’s 
favor is understating the situ- 
ation. 


These sides have met three 
times in the past six months 
with Preston winning each 
time and scoring eight goals to 
J.U.S.T.’s two. 


Not a good record if you play 
for Footscray and go to Connor 
Reserve this Sunday to face 
Preston. 


It becomes repetitive when 
you talk about Footscray's 
slim chance of stopping Pre-

I’ve seen people acting in an 
honorary capacity with a club, 
taking $4 at the gate and let- 
ting a car drive into a ground 
without a ticket changing 
hands. Is it any wonder that 
you ask yourself what’s hap- 
pening when you assess a 
crowd at about 1,000 and you 
get only 300 people paying? 

I know that there are lots of 
free passes but even if you ex- 
aggerate the free passes and 
say that they total 50%, of the 
crowd, what’s happening to 
the other 50%, because we're 
not even getting that much. 

After the VSF takes its com- 
mission and all other expenses 
are met there’s virtually noth- 
ing for the 12 clubs to share 
from the Ampol Cup gates. 

In all VSF cups, the George 
Cross players get 70% of all 
gate money we receive. That 
is, 70% of what's left after 
most of the money goes else- 
where. ‘ 

The only incentive we can 
offer our plavers is 50% of all 
prizemoney as well as the 
honour of winning a trophy, 
but it’s not enough. 

As for Mr Dimtsis telling us 
to build up our image, let me 
enlighten him that image- 
building runs a very poor 
second to building a winning 
side. 

What's the point in every 
club pushing itself in the Press 
every week if it’s losing. The 
supporters might be taken in 
once or twice but if you keep 
losing they'll just stay away. 

It’s up to the VSF to realise 
that Cup matches played 
before the season are seen by 
most clubs and most coaches 
as trial games. 

That’s why these com- 
petitions suffer. 

Let’s arrange such com- 
petitions when every club is 
well organised on the field and 
has a fair sense of where it’s 
going in the league. 

Then we'll see better 
games, Then the people and 
the Press will show more 
interest and the clubs and 
players will reap the rewards 
they deserve. 

My plea is for club adminis- 
trators and the VSF to read 
this with an open mind. 
There's a lot of work ahead for 
both parties. 

To the VSF I say start giving 
us a better deal. 

If the VSF is going t9 in- 
crease affiliation fees’ as 
drastically as it has done this 
year then clubs expect some- 
thing back. And that some- 
thing should be a hell of a lot

= CLUB NAMES 

Tony is quite right in stating that 
the concept behind the new names 
adopted by the clubs is that of 
“nicknames”. 

To my knowledge no Philips 
Soccer League club has changed the 
registered name of its club, nor 
have they been requested to do so. 

The idea of adopting nicknames is 
quite simply an ‘investment for the 
future’. 

As simply one ingredient in the 
overall plans to reposition and in 
fact re-launch the Australian Soccer 
League, it is an absolute necessity 
that the clubs participating in this 
League move themselves and begin 
to adopt commercial nicknames 
which ‘potential’ supporters can 
identify with and relate to 
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Nowhere is this more important 
than with the youth of Australia. 
The claim by a minority that this 
makes the Philips Soccer League 
into a laughing stock is a joke in it- 
self. 

Australian society traditionally 
has had nicknames for ciubs in- 
volved in virtually every code and 
type of sport in this country. 

The claim that this concept Is 
American is simply finding a weak 
excuse. 

It is simply that soccer is waking 
up to the fact that it is now trading 
in the 1980's, and is moving out of a 
very sleepy era where it been 
completely out-manoeuvred by 
other sports promotionally.

And we are only two 
months into the year. 

On Tony’s comments about the 
Charity Shield game between Mar- 
coni Leopards and Sydney Slickers, 
I must endorse his ocmment that 
the TV production was not good. 

However, the article neglects to 
state that it was the first soccer 
game that the Sydney crews of the 
6-28 Network had covered. 

The soccer industry must have 
some tolerance and patience as 
these people learn the best ways to 
provide coverage of a game from 
the point-of-view of camera posi- 
tions, editing, etc. 

The comment that the marketing 
people did little to get sponsorship 
for the Charity Shield game or pro- 
mote it, is a most mysterious one. 

Tony neglects to state that we ac- 
tually raised some $12,000 worth of 
cash and goods that went towards 
the cost of staging that event from 
Sponsors, 

The final point that Tony neglects 
to mention, particularly for ‘*Soc- 
cer Actions” interstate readers, is 
that it started raining on the morn- 
ing of the game and did not stop at 
all with the exception of about 20 
minutes in the second half. 

And boy, did it rain! 

No one will ever know how many 
spectators might have attended the 
game if it had not been raining. 

Sponsorship of the clubs 

Tony then goes on to comment 
that quite obviously he would hope 
that the marketing company will 
help the individual clubs to raise 
sponsorship but amazingly states 
that they have to “keep on our 
backs" 

He neglects to state that we 
helped his club get a sponsor and 
indeed have been in the background 
in some way of virtually every club 
sponsorship secured so far this sea- 
son. 
Apart from those whom we have 
helped already and each of which 
has been successful, only a couple 
of others have registered the need 
for assistance. So who is on whose 
back? 

I certainly agree with Tony's 
comments when he goes on to state 
that each club needs to be in- 
vestigated thoroughly, and ways 
and means. found to build spectator- 
ship for each club and commercial 
support for each club. 

However, before you can start to 
promote individual clubs you first 
of ali have to have a very solid foun- 
dation stone in the league itself, 

It has to be well constructed with 
its major sponsors totally involved 
and committed to its development 

First you must have something to 
sell, like the fact the sport is tele- 
vised, the clubs have attractive 
names, badges and strips, that 
there are stadia signage opportuni- 
ties, that people do actually attend 
the matches in large numbers and 
soon.. 

++» That there is a definite benefit 
for a company to part with its hard 
earned dollars to support a club in a 
sponsorship deal. That the club you 
are trying to sell isn’t just a nice 
family club for a multu-cultural mi- 
nority group!! They want Australla- 
wide appeal. They are selling their 
products and services to Austraj- 
ians not just Greeks, Poms, Italians 
or Germans, 

Other comments 

What the interview then falls to 
highlight is the role and contribu- 
tion that the marketing company 
has made to the League already. It 
reads to me as though we have been 
sitting on Hayman Island reading 
paperback books for a long period of 
time. Let me give-you a few in- 
stances 

It was the marketing company 
that finally got the Philips Soccer 
League on television. Strange that 
the important fact has been omit- 
ted! Without the television support, 
funnily enough Philips would not 
still be a sponsor. Nelther would 
any of the clubs have the sponsor- 
ships that they have secured this 
season. 

It was the marketing company 
that managed to enlarge Philips In- 
dustries’ contribution towards their 
sponsorship for this season. That 
alone has alleviated some financial 
burden on the clubs 


for itself: 
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It was the Marketing company 
that staged in association with the 
league and the grand final in 
Canberra last year as a test to see 
what would happen if we promoted 
the game toa family market. 

That little exercise was heralded 
as a resounding success by every- 
body, and yet again seems to have 
been forgotten or omitted, 

One small factor related to that 
event was that the marketing com- 
pany managed to raise approxi- 
mately $27,000 in cash and other 
goods just for that single game. 

The list of activities and achieve- 
ments by the marketing company 
since its inception is endless. 

However, the purpose of this 
letter is not to promote the market- 
ing company because the only thing 
that both we and in fact everyone 
else should be interested in, is 
promoting soccer. 

That is our job and the task ahead 
of us. A lot of work has gone into 
every project and task undertaken 
so far and there is a great deal more 
yet to be done 


It will take years and years of 
Giligence and perseverence by 
everybody to develop the code to the 
level of support that is could and 
should enjoy 

Sir Arthur George was quoted in 
the same issue of “Soccer Action”, 
from a talk he gave in Melbourne 


That article adequately expresses 
the needs and requirements of ad- 
ministrators to bend with the winds 
of change if they are to enjoy any of 
the successes they al] so desper- 
ately strive for 


Criticism is always good and I 
would encourage it as Jong as it is 
constructive criticism. Criticism 
born out of malice or by innuendo is 
dangerous and will be prohibitive to 
the development of the code. 


Unity, dedication and patience 
are also required of the adminis- 


ee 





trators. ‘Unity’ because it could be 
the greatest strength of soccer and 
the single factor that helps Pooks 
leap not crawl forward, * ica- 
tion’ because there is so much to be 
done in a relatively short space of 
time by so few. ‘Patience’ because 
you cannot change 100 years of his- 
tory overnight, nor with the funds 
currently available and the 
mediums currently available to us, 
can we enjpoy the overnight suc- 
ceases that the Kerry Pa’ 's of 
the world are renowned for. 

We have but a single enemy of 
soccer at the present. And that 
enemy is soccer Itself. 

For goodness sake, don't let us 
blow this one chance we have by yet 
again destroying the confidence of 
the commercial interests whose 
eyes are currently upon soccer, or 
the morale of the young adminis- 
trators now coming into the sport 
who definitely want to see it suc- 
ceed but can only do so with the full 
support of their clubs, associations 
and the media. 

We use the slogan and a symbol 
called “Grow with soccer’* when we 
are discussing the sport with poten- 
tlal sponsors. 

The symbol is a graphic trans- 
lation of a tree, 

In early 1980 the ASF was smart 
enough to realise that it had to de- 
velop the game commercially first 
to provide the funding and media 
support needed 

Spectator levels could also then 
be similarly enocuraged and in- 
creased 

They did not seek or ask that this 
be done overnight. The seedling of 
this tree was planted in late 1930 
From 1981 onwards the tree will 
begin to bear fruit. Fertilise it. 
Don't let’s keep trying to dig up Its 


roots!
